1 . In response to the previous office action, Applicant has cancelled claims 1-8, 26- 
28, and 31-53. Claims 9-17, 20-25, 29, and 30 have been examined. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 9 September 2008 was 
filed after the mailing date of the non-final office action on 12 May 2008. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 9-1 7, 20-25, 29, and 30 are allowed.

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: No art could be found in the context of an on-demand system that would 
perform the validation process' encrypting and matching decrypting steps in the manner 
recited in claims 9 and 20. 

Claims 10-17 are allowed based upon their dependence upon base claim 9. 
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Claims 21-25, 29, and 30 are allowed based upon their dependence upon base 
claim 20.
